Independence is not a 
desirable quality am ong dictators. 


This, rather than religious differences or the 
Arab refugee problem, is the basis for the an- 
tigonism toward Israel. 
It will not readily die 
down and yet there are too many centuries of 
Jewish life in the Arab world lo permit religious 
difference to be used as an excuse for Arab an­ 
tagonism toward Jews. For instance, for centuries 
there were Jewish principalities in Arab countries. 
Itzhak Ren-Zvi, President of Israel, has written an 
ethnological and historical account of this inter­ 
mingling of peoples, entitled. "The Exiled and The 
Redeem ed." This book is neither propaganda nor 
apology; it is a scientific work. 
Particularly in­ 
teresting are the Jews of Yemen, Kurdistan, Iran. 
Afghanistan, India and of Bukhara, Crimea and 
the Caucasus, peoples, in som e instances, lost to 
the Jews altogether because of historical forces, 
hut some of whom have returned to Palestine since 
the formation of the state of Israel. 


Among 
those w hom 
Bcn-Zvi 
describes 
a re the 
peoples of K haibar. the P a th a n s of A fghanistan, the 
Tenjam ites of K urdistan and P ersia, who, while they 
n e no longer Jew s, possess in their culture Jew ish 
traditions and cu sto m s which a re most interesting to 
those concerned with the form ation of ra ce s and nation­ 
alities. T here is too m uch of this in the A rab world to 
assum e that 
difference of religion is the basis of 
Hatred. 


The attitude is political. It is c h aracteristic of the 
monolithic concept of the sta te which Lenin advocated 
and Stalin im plem ented. 
K hrushchev, N asser and all 
the lesser co n tro ller^ of m ankind a rc im itating this 
p attern . And un d er it, the s ta te of Israel, a W estern 
culture in an E a s te rn setting, m ight be overw helm ed. 
When Hitler w as doing such things, the c ry w as 
“ G enocide!” Who sp eak s of Genocide today?
